We are compelled by circumstances beyond 
our control, and which we keenly regret, 
to inform subscribers of Common Sense 
that it is no longer possible to continue pub- 
lication unless the $1.00 subscription rate 
is increased to cover the bare costs incurred 
in publishing twenty-two issues annually 
without advertising revenue, the life-blood 
of any newspaper. ; 

This rate was established by the late 
Conde McGinley nineteen years ago when he 
founded the paper. He knew at the time the 
subscription rate would not cover the cost 
of publishing Common Sense but he wanted 
to reach the grass-roots with his message. 

Conde McGinley founded Common Sense 
with his own money, salvaged from his chain 
of drive-in restaurants in New Jersey, closed 
due to the effects of World War I. He hoped 
that large numbers of subscribers would sub- 
sidize the cost of publishing a newspaper 
without advertising revenue. His personal 
funds disappeared meeting the monthly 
deficits. Patriots and friends came to his 
rescue which enabled Common Sense to con- 
tinue publication. Without their help Com- 
mon Sense would have ceased publication long 
ago. Every item entering into the cost of 
production has increased; the cost of pub- 
lishing Common Sense, as well as postage, 
has doubled, then tripled and finally quad- 
rupled, In spite of increased costs, Conde 
McGinley held to the original subscription 
rate. 


Common Sense must look to subscribers 
to meet the cost of publication. 


We believe the increased revenue will 
cover the deficit. The present staff is deter- 
mined to struggle along as they have done 
in the past on a bare subsistance level. 
Volunteer workers reduce Common Sense 
payrolls, salaries being paid only for un- 
avoidable and necessary workers. That will 
continue to be the policy of the loyal follow- 
ers of Conde McGinley. As most readers 
know, Mr. McGinley never received any 
salary as editor for over seventeen years. 


Common Sense has earned the confidence 
of sources of information enjoyed by no 
other publication in the field. Patriotic organ- 
izations and publications rely on Common 
Sense for their information. What will be- 
come of the confidential files and library of 
rare books which enable Common Sense to 
unmask the communist conspiracy to an 
extent which worries the enemies within our 
gates more than words can describe? Com- 
mon Sense is almost a miracle. The load is 
getting too heavy for the present staff to 
carry, and so we turn to our subscribers and 
to the Lord to solve our problems. 


If Common Sense is forced to quit, imagine 
how its enemies will rejoice. The demise of 
Common Sense will give birth to the greatest 
effort the enemies of this nation have ever 
made to capture the country, lock, stock 
and barrel. There must be enough loyal 
patriots in this country willing to pay the 
$3.00 subscription rate for Common Sense 
as an insurance premium that this will not 
happen. That $3.00 will prove the best in- 
vestment in security and survival for the 
institution for which the pioneers who carved 
this country out of a wilderness, gave their 
lives and their fortunes.
